"Montreal Women in Industry During 
the War" waa the subject of an address 
given yesterday afternoon by Miss Enid 
Price before tbo Alumnae Society in 
the Royal Victoria College. In visiting 
tho various industries of this city, Miss 
Price found but little change caused 
by the war In the number of women 
employed in factories, department 
stores and In the municipal and civil 
services, 
done by- 
clerical. 

The women employed In munition 
factories outnumbered the men in those 
plants where fuses were .made, but 
were in the minority where shells were 
manufactured. Tbo work in railway 
shops was an entirely new departure, 
and it was found that women could be 
very satisfactorily used in light 
mechanical work. In painting, varnish- 
ing and in making plush seats in the 
car shops. Many of the women in this 
work, were married. 

Though the factories had not made 
much change during the war. it was 
noticeable, according to the speaker, 
that a larger number of fomeu wcic 
employed In thç manufacture of tex- 
tiles, rubber, leather and tobacco than 
In such things as paint' and sugar. No

\n college. (If is generally so absorbed with his curriculum work 
his- athletics or social functions of the college that the currents of 
political and social thought which arc shaping the destiny of the 
:mpirc pass by, sometimes unnoticed, more . often causing but a 
superficial ripple of interest. This is due in some cases to..thc fact 
that the' student has not thc'tinie to ilcvotc to 'a study of current 
opinions, in other cases because he does not appreciate the real 
■'aluc to be gained from such an undertaking. 

It is unfortunate, loo, because when the student goes out to 
/.akc his part in the life of the nation, he is handicapped by a lack of 
knowledge of the very tendencies and factors which constitute this 
Mfc. 

He goes out from a narrow into a broad world, and it takes him 
^tome time to adopt himself to new conditions and to interpret the. 
• '>cw- atmosphere in which lit; is living. - 

The obvious way to remedy this consists in a conscientious 
reading of the daily newspapers and some of the belter weekly and

more quickly than men, but, (hough 
excelling in routine work, to lack the 
physical strength or ambition necessary 
foe advancement to executive offices. 
They wefro pronounced as reliable as 
men, but not as valuable, for they dldV 
not remain permanently with the firm, 
and their experienced work was largely 
lost, as matrimony drew many from In- 
dustry after a feW years of training. 

In the majority of cases, wages paid 
to women are still less than those paid 
to men, for less service was given by 
them, either through lack of strength 
or through lack of ambition, which pre- 
vented them, from putting forth the 
sa me effort. It was noticeable, how- 
ever, that men were paid at a higher 
rate for the heavy work of which the 
women wero Incapable, though women 
were not paid correspondingly for the 
more Intricate work at which they 
proved more adept. 

Miss Prlco then passed around a 
number of photographs of women 
working In factories, Vnnd answered 
several questions rMit to. nor by mem- 
bers of the audience. 

Professor Arthur P. Newton, of tho 
L'nlvoraity of London, in tho eariy part 
of the meeting said a few words with 
regard to the opportunities of graduate

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affiliation of colleges before the war, 
had become more centralized, am) was 
now in a position to offer better faclll- 
tie* to graduate students from othor 
Universities. 

An outline of the undergraduate 
course in an average English Univer- 
sity was then presented »>>• Prof. New- 
ton. The general course "doSs not differ 
very much from that of tho ordinary 
Canadian University, except that ex- 
aminations are Indulged In less fre- 
quently, leaving the student more time 
for consecutive study. After the final 
examination, which Is a very searching 
teat, the graduates srè graded Into 
three divisions of proficiency, and then 
pursue their course of study under the 
guidance of some special professor. 

At tho request of some of the other 
Universities In tho Empire, London 
University now offers the degree of 
Ph.D. In addition to tho other degrees 
of M.A. and M.9c. A course of two 
years' graduate work and a thesis 
which adds «orne nëw fact to human 
knowledgcjs required .for thViPhJ). 

The City' of London affords many 
unique advantages In the -way of ma- 
terial, both In Its Industrial plants for

and Physics, nnd for suoh subjects as 
History In the Arts curriculum by lis 
archives In the British Mtisoum and 
the Guildhall. A group of prominent 
men. headed by Sir Herbert Juckson, 
are at present engaged I p Indusing the 
Important' factories of the country to 
open their laboratories to graduates. 

Prof. Newton spoke upon the great 
care which Is exercised In keeping tho 
different degrees up to) the highest 
possible standard. A special commlttoo 
of the highest authorities on the sub- 
ject is chosen to pass Judgment upon 
every thesis. After the fashion of tho 
other European; Universities, the candi- 
date Is roqulrlfd to defend his thesis 
before the board. 

Under tho now system of instruction, 
studonts will spend practically all their 
time In technical and research work 
outside tho University, attending lec- 
tures on their work during the late 
afternoon or cvo'nlng. Their outside 
work wilt he carried on under the 
supervision of specialists, nnd they will 
be under the control of tho University 
only In matters of discipline and organ- 
ization.' Coures on the History of 
Scientific Ideas will be given in each 
subject. ' 1 ' 

It is expected that there will bo an 
cvcr-lncreusing flow of graduates from 
British Unlvcrsitios to tho other uni- 
versities of the Emptro and vice versa. 
At n purely nominal fee the. Univer- 
sities of Great Britain are prepared to 
afford every facljjty to tho. graduates 
of an approved university. . With tho 
cost of living at its present level, M.200 
per annum should bo sufficient to 
maintain the student. In comfortable 
circumstances. This sum Includes the 
cost of crossing tho Atlantic and of n 
short trip to tho Continent during the 
summer vacation, 

Students from overseas. Universities, 
Prof. Newton declared, must not ex- 
pect the universities In the Old Country 
to provide them with scholarships, as 
these will naturally be reserved for 
stu dents of that particular University.

To the Editor. McGlll "Dally." 

Dear Sir:— I 
Vhocvcr may he responsible for 
tht mysterious "Broadside" publics- 
lion most axsuredly deserve* thanks 
and congratulations — thanks for a 
wholesale addition to our meacre 
stock of antl-Xmaa gaiety ar-i con- 
gratulations on a piece of very pretty 
writing. Aa regards Its object, it Is 
frankly and obviously an attempt to 
Inject a llule healthy Bolshevism into 
NllcOlll'a decadent system— as we used 
to say before we became slaves of the 
"degree-factory," Its evident Intention 
ts to "start something." Its scope is 
wide and its comments upon such va 
rled topics aa the "Sunday-school" 
rush, the elective powers of the Board 
of Truatees. the tendency towards 
commercialism, and the -standardisa 
Uon of the Faculty, all of which ate 
cited as being Jointly and severally 
responsible for the prevailing apathy 
of tho student body. As the great 
showman once said "Tho world likes 
to he humbugged." and with equal 
truth it may be said that we all like 
to "get a jolt"— we Uko to feel that 
there aro some obliging souls who arc 
EOlng to, who are bound to, upset the 
Applecart of our self-complacency, and 
without breaking any bones, are going 
to make us delightfully aware of our 
former shortcomings. After which, 
presumably we will go on our way 
rejoicing, In such a condition of alert- 
ness and wakefulness as will probably 
result In our ultimate incarceration in 
a homo for neurotics. 

Uufortunately, having brought us 
thus far, the kindly "Broadside" de- 
Herts us utterly. We know now, pre- 
sumably that wo McGlll Students are 
a lot of dc-nattircd fossils, imbibing 
emasculated doctrines In a shamefully 
docile manner, our "rush" has been 
curtailed by the tyrannical authorities, 
our professors ore forbidden to give 
us tho strong meat of radicalism 
which our hearts desire, wo are for- 
bidden this and prohibited that, and 
our college system as compared with 
"sweet, old places" like Oxford or 
Cambridge is heavy with tht miasma 
of commercialism. 

Being; In such parlous case, the 
question naturally arises (even to 
luch apathetic fossils as wo are)— 
How can wc remedy it? In vain to 
scan our new-found sheet, its criti- 
cism, everywhere purely destructive, 
has no panacea for all this. Are wc 
.bon to take the stated grievances 
lerlatim and remedy them indivldu- 
ally? Let us sec how it will work 
Dut I 

First and foremost, let us by all 
neons exclude commercialism . Let 
US tell every Trustee who has soiled 
bis hand in Trade that his services as 
a Director arc no longer required— let 
him betake himself and his accursed 
-heck-book into outer darkness. What 
does It signify that he Is a McGlll 
graduate — the blight of trade is on bis 



filthy lucre. let k»nl begone! 
presumably, we substitute for 
disgraceful plutocrats, men of broad 
and generous mind. Imbued with the 
true academic spirit and obossed with 
the Ideal of making McOIll "exude the 
spirit of mediaeval Paris or Bologna" 
which wo are told Is the "sine qua 
non" of a University. Having done 
all this.' ajid overlooking any trifling 
difficulties which might be encounter- 
ed in finding a sufficient number of 
men who will meet our requirements, 
we next come to the question of ad- 
ministration. Here wc are brought 
face to face with the detested com- 
mercialism again, this time not aa a 
problematical Evil, but as a stubborn 
Fact. Sad as It Is to have to admit 
the fact. It Is none the less axiomatic 
that not even a University, be its exu- 
dations never so modiaevally Parisian, 
requires a certain amount of the elu- 
slvc medium of exchange to carry on 
ita work. On whom then will tho 
duty of discharging the University's 
liabilities fall? Upon our hypotheti- 
cal broad-minded academic Governors 
who have never known tho polluting 
touch of wealth? It Is Indeed un- 
likely that the coal-man or the Power 
Company would accept a learned dis- 
sertation on Altruism or Radicalism 
as payment of their just and legal 
dues, and we should speedily find our 
"sweet, old place" desecrated by the 
horridly commercial spectacle ot • 
sheriffs sale. We are living in a 
commercial ago. * McGlll has not so 
far. attained financial Independence, 
and moreover, our present Board of 
Trustees, wo beg to assert, Is not en- 
tirely composed of interfering busy- 
bodies nor ot wealthy Philistines. 

As regards tho two other grievances 
similarly to be remedied, we need only 
take two as samples, the Curriculum 
and the "Rush." Of the first many 
things are said, most ot them true. 
Who does not abhor the weekly tests, 
the stylo of lectures, the deadly dull 
monotony of the class-room? But on 
the other hand, If we do away with 
these what are we going to substftutc 
In their place? Are we going to 
adopt a system of Froeblism by which 
a portly professor is obliged to romp 
around his lecture-room with his stu- 
dents. In an attempt to convey tho 
subtle spirit of a Greek play? Or 
are wo going to have study without 
supervision at all, a system of volun 
tary lectures— if lectures In any form 
aro to be permissible — or heart-to 
heart talks between students and 
profs, after "the close of the lecture 
periods" persumably at some adjacent 
hostelry? While awaiting expectant 
ly to hear the "Broadside's" alterna- 
tive method, It would soem as if the 
present ridiculously inefficient and 
effete system would have to stand In 
the meantime. 

Then aa regards the "Rush"— hero 
the "Broadside" has voiced an opinion 
which la held by scores of undergra- 
duates, particularly tho Sophs. — the 
present "Rush" is too childish. It 
can scarcely be wondered àt however, 
that the freshman year, have not 
shown any marked preference for a 
more gory form of initiation. As 
the old saw has it, "The partnership 
of man and the horse |f an excellent 
one, as long as you're not the horse.' 
Next year the numerically superior 
freshman class will, by tho grace ot 
God and dint of much Yuletide study, 
bo sophomores. Is it probable that 
they will submit to any "Sunday- 
school" rules during the next rush? 
We hardly think so. 

But it Is useless to Write further — 
the main weakness of the "Broadside" 
lies In the purely destructive nature

In any case, we look forward to sub- 
sequent issues with considerable an- 
ticipation, and feel confident that any 
other deficiencies of McGlll > educa- 
tional system or of the world in gene- 
ral will be remedied therein.

To Illustrate some of the most Im- 
portant movements of foil fencing, the 
first exhibition was given by Mr. Rn.1- 
mandi and Prof. Traquhar, the former 
instructing.

Foil fencing Is a game, 
while the epee or duelling sword is a 
competitive- weapon, the bout being 
played for the first touch only. Mr. 
Raimandl and Prof. Nobbs then fenced 
a bout, each scoring a touch simul- 
taneously. Professors Nobbs and Tha- 
quhar then fought, the latter winning 
with a touch in quarte, after both had 
scored touches simultaneously.- The 
delilng exhibition was closed by a bout 
between Prof. Traquhar and Mr. Rai- 
mandl, the latter wiantag. 

The most popular part of tho exhibi- 
tion appeared to be the sabre fencing 
botysen^ Professor Nobbs and Mr. 
iRalmandi, This is essentially an army 
game, and besides thrusting, the slash- 
ing and cutting strokes are most effec- 
tive. It is hard to tell without several 
referees prosent how hits are awarded 
In a bout of this kind, but the strokes 
made by both of these masters were 
exquisite and very much applauded. 

We consider It a great privilege to 
have been able to see such well-known 
fencers as Prof. Nobbs, the cx-chnm- 
plon of Canada; Prof. Traquhar, at one 
time .champion of Scotland, and a fin- 
ished fencer such as Mr. Raimandl. 

It is regrettable that members of tho 
club could not put on a bout, but as 
the space on the programme was 
excellently filled by the three fencers 
we had, It was considered bettor to 
cancel the junior bout which had been 
arranged. At the next omoker, how- 
ever, the fencing club promises somo 
exciting bouts. 

Another boxing bout was now staged 
between Shakell (Science I) and Ro- 
chester (Science I). ,These men showed 
good form, and some good In-fighting 
was done. Heller (Science II) and 
Cralk (Science 1) then boxed, doing 
some very good and snappy -work. 

This was followed by a wrestling 
exhibition by Adams, Dent. '20, and 
Armstrong,. Scl. '22. This bout was 
snappy from the very start, and Arm- 
strong saved himself from many a 
throw by his speed alone.
